people. Tho little village in which I then 
lived had u population of only about 700, 
aud the idea of a city of our State having 
100,000 people was iu thoao days a novelty, 
And yet I have lived to aoo tho population 
of this c\ty incrciiup until now it numbers 
very nearly one million human beings, Aud 
all that I have said, my friends, iu regard 
lo tho greatness and power of our State iip- 
phos with equal foruo to your beautiful 
city. 


With more solid wealth than any other 


city in the world of the same extent mid 
population, its people enjoy in a larger de- 
gree tho com torts of life. Nowhere do the 
poor and the children of the poor live BO 
well aud ao comfortably aa in this grout city 
of ours, and nowhere are there opportunities 
of bettering their condition nud ol elevating 
thoaiatfvea more encouraged by their more 
favored neighbors than here ; and it is for 
these reasons that J love Philadelphia. 
{Applause.] I respect her, also, for the per- 
sistence and vigor with which she pushes 
her interests iu the face of tho most adverse 
eirounistunet's. 
Philadelphia was at ouo 


time tho great commercial city of tlioUuiou; 
and whew, owing to the legislation of tho 
country, capital was driven to New York, 
you dill not despair, but us wise und pru- 
dent men, you went iudusti-itmsly to work, 
and succeeded iu making tins tho threat 
manufacturing city of tho country, ami your 
prosperity i» now unrivaled. [Great ap- 
plause.] And aa you continue to be vu- 
luous, industrious and patriotic, uo will you 
continue to grow in wealth and power year 
by year ; aud by freely using the moans at 
your command you will vindicate the name 
of thi» city nnd State of ours from all un- 
geueruu* insinuations of a want of enter- 
prise or energy. 


Now, my friends, you have conio here to 


prepare for that gr«at event which Is to tuko 
place three yuan* troiu now. Not only our 
pride but our interest U at stake in making 
that event a great suet-ems and an occasion 
of extraordinary importance. When your 
representatives iu Congress vrcro endeavor- 
ing to have Philadelphia selected at the 
place for the great centennial meeting, it 
wns objected that Philadelphia was unequal 
to such an occasion; that she was unfitted 
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for the task, and that her people would 
prove recreant to the duty imposed upon 
them. It was said in reply that Philadel- 
phia was equal to any emergency [long con- 
tinued apurobatloii}, and the manner in 
•which her "people havo thus far met their 
obligations in this undertaking vindicates 
tho truth of the assertion made in her be- 
half.

The Chairman. — I have now the pleasure 


of introducing to you my frieud and col- 
league, Hon. John Seott, United States Sen- 
ator from Pennsylvania. 


SFEECU OP HON. JOHN SCOTT. 


Senator John Scott was greeted enthusi- 


astically, and spoko substantially as fol- 
lows : 


Mr. Chairman and Citizens of Pennsyl- 


vania and the Union: — 1 havo ventured to 
leave for a few hours the pressing duties of 
the closing days of Congress, rather as an 
ciuiuMt oi tho interest 1 fuel iu the success 
of the Centennial Kxpositiou, aud because I 
believe no words of mine are neither needed 
to insure its success, nor aan they contribute 
to that result. The memories and the con- 
truota that are suggested by 1776 and 1876 
must iu themselves iuauco the success of 
this grand Centennial scheme. 
While I 
stand here there is a contrast (pointing to 
the telegraphic instruments that were click- 
ing near him). When the Declaration of 
.Independence waa ushcrod to the world, no 
telegraph convoyed the news throughout 
this laud or to the nations of the East; and 
is it not significant that iu this city of Phila- 
delphia, where Franklin held iu his hand 
tho key which almost unlocked tho mys- 
teries of tho sky, and brought tho lass of the 
lightning by tho silken cord of his experi- 
mental kite, we are assembled to-night for 
tho purpose of milking successful tho ouo 
hundredth anniversary of that groat event 
iu which the Philadelphia philosopher took 
part as a statesman also. [Applause.] 


There are other contrasts that might bo 


suggested, but 1 forbear, for Massachusetts 
has to-night, ns she has so often in the past, 
relieved Pennsylvania of very much of the 
necessity for an.y further talk. [Applause.] 
Bo much has been said, so many contrasts, 
so many recollections, so many scenes have 
beeu called up, that 1 feel, coming here us I 
do without any set words or phrases, and 
fresh from the busy scenes ot the Senate, 
like leaving this audience under tho innpmi- 
tion of tho glowing words to which you 
have listened from that eloquent sou of 
Massachusetts. [Great applause.] 


Let mo for a moment dwell upon a 


thought wliioh I wish to impress upon my 
trienil, tho 
Chairman of the Executive 


Committee of this Centennial Commission 
(lion. L>. J. Morrell). When ho goes abroad 
to secure what is more of interest to us now 
than figures of rhetoric, that is, the Jigures 
of arithmetic, which count better toward 
making the scheme successful, let him tell 
tho people that this is not so much of a 
uiontiy-makiug scheme us n patriotic one. 
Wbat wero tho grciit underlying principles 
of that event which we propose to com- 
memorate in 1876 / 


I um not going into historical details, but 


wo all recall the fact that our fathers cauie 
from tho Old World to the New largely iii- 
Uuetn'ed by the desire for freedom of con- 
science, aud, scouring that freedom, they 
next rebelled agaiuat parliamentary power, 
because they denied thu right of a govern- 
ment to dispose of tho proceeds of tboir 
labor without their consent. [Applause.] 
In 1776 that Declaration of Independence 
announced that governments derived their 
just powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned, and the rebellion, of which it was tho 
herald, resulted iiually in giving to us n 
Constitution embodying, at least, the princi- 
ples for which our lathers came to this 
western world — freedom to choose the wor- 
ship of God ; and at tho ond of one hundred 
years thai; Constitution secures also freedom 
to every man within the broad limits ol tho 
nation, [applause] : so that freo thought 
and free ineu have made this the practical 
aud progressive nation of the world, which 
ventures, at the close of the first hundred 
year^j to call all the nations of the earth to 
this city to beheld for themselves the influ- 
ence which free thought and iroo men have 
exerted upon what then was almost u 
boundless wilderness. [Applause.] 
It is no presumption that the Congress of 


the United States has authorized the Presi- 
dent, when he is informed by tho Governor 
of this Commonwealth that tho proper ar- 
rangements havo been made, to send an in- 
vitation to ull tho nations of the mirth to 
come to this spot, hallowed by tho bu-th of 
freedom, and witness for themselves what 
free thought and free men have done in one 
hundred years. [Applause.] 


Now, 
)sir, shall it bo a success J Tho 


Bguros that you have) given hero to-night 
thcmaclves say that it will be. I took the 
responsibility this morning, before leaving 
my place, to follow tho example of thu 
President or this commission and to any to 
the Souate of tho United States that Phila- 
delphia would make her subscription $1.000,- 
000. 
Will you dp it? [Cries of "Wo will." 


"We can treble it," and great applanse fol- 
lowed.] 1 told them, too, that Pennsyl- 
vania at large would make it $4,000,000, 
[Cheers and 
exclamations 
of ''Good," 
"Good," aud "She can do it I"] 


I say here, from intercourse with those 


who come from distant parts of the country. 
that this feeling will be reciprocated, and 
that this project is no longer an experiment. 
You may look for a response from ull quar- 
ters of the nation. [Applause.] I bear wit- 
ness of tho regret*) of bonatora from your 
neighboring State of New Jersey, and from 
far distant Nevada, atut of Senators from 
South Carolina, that they could not leavo 
their duties aud eotno and mingle their 
voices with yours to-night. [Applause.] Now, 
in prosecuting this enterprise to a success- 
fill termination, I wish to say, iu enforcing 
tho ideti^with which I started, to iny friond, 
the chairman of this Exocxitive Committee, 
when you go forth to ask for subscription* 
from tho people of Pennsylvania, take high 
ground. Popular institutions arc demand- 
ing tho surrender of old notions all over tho 
earth. Ethan Allen ,you remember, when 
ho demanded tho surrender of Ticouderoga 
and wns asked, "By {what authority 1" re- 
sponded, "By tho authority of God and the 
Continental Congress !" [Applause.] And, 
sir, when you go to demand subscriptions 
throughout the interior of Pennsylvania, do 
not put it upon the narrow ground of profit- 
able stock to get investments ; do not put 
it upon any commercial basis, but when you 
are asked, "By what authority?" say, "In 
tho uauie of human freedom, for the prog- 
ress of human rights, and by the authority 
of that grand t'ongress o.f nations which will 
assemble here in 1876 to pay tribute to 
American institutions." [Applause.] 


Inputting it upon that groxmd thoro can 


bo no such word aa fail. 


Now, 
Mr. President, there is one thought 


that has struek lae since I 1m ve been in this 
hall, it may be subject to criticism, but I 
uuunot help littering it. Wo are three years 
in advance of this celebration to-night. Tho 
air resounds with the hoarse prophesies of 
those who would say that republican insti- 
tutions uro a lailure. Hero nnd there may 
bo men who have occupied high places iu 
the estimation of the people ; here and there 
may bo inen who temporarily havo fallen 
from their high estate, but we are proclaim- 
ing to ail the earth that we believe this na- 
tion shall aud will live, notwithstanding 
men may fall. [Great applause.] And, sir, 
on this night of tjio 22d ot February, in view 
of all that has transpired around ua,_I feel 
safe in saying, whatever may be the feeling 
of partisans or of those who distrust the 
people at largo, that that citizenship, made 
up of Christian men and women who rooog- 
uize as ouo of the aubliniest pictures of his- 
tory, George Washington on his kuocs in 
prayer to God for his country, amid the 
scenes of Valley Forge, cannot tail. [Great 
applause.] 


This exposition must be a grand success. 


Lot it be thu commemoration of all that is 
hallowed aud glorious in tho past. It roust 
be that! 
It is said iu some of the Greek 


histories that that people which tails to take 
pride iu the illustrious deeds of its remote 
ancestors will not accomplish anything of 
which its remote descendants will ever be 
pi oud. Wo havo not reached that point 
yet. 
We must commemorate and take pride 


in the deeds of the men who have made In- 
dependence Hall aud the Fourth of July 
immortal. And yet this o vent must bo more 
than a commemoration ; it mimt be more 
than an exultation over progress. JLet it be 
a grand exposition of the progress of »rt 
nud industry throughput all the earth, and. 
let that exposition, with all its products of 
urt and science, together with the men of all 
kindred aud types and tribes und peoples 
who shall assemble here on that day, be but 
a prophesy of what this nation will conio to 
be when other centuries shall have rolled on 
bur. Aud let us trust that it will continue 
to bo a nation, blessed by that God who 
founded it ; blessed with u virtuous people ; 
blcstod with prosperity, pcaoo, permanence 
and security to all the rights of man. [I'l'O- 
longed applause.]

POBITIOX IN SLEEPING.—Sleeping rooma 
should always bo so arranged, if possible, 
to allow the head of the sleeper to be to- 
ward the north. Frequently in cases of sick- 
ness, a person will Und it impossible to ob- 
tain rest if the head ia in any other direc- 
. tioa, aud often a cure ia retarded- for a long 
time. A Vienna physician had a patient who 
waa guttering from acute rheumatism, with 
painful cram pa running from the shoulders 
to tho lingers; aud while his head was to 
the south he could do nothing toward hia 
relief. Ou turning the bed, however, ao that 
the head wns toward the north, the patient 
uttered an expression of pleasure, and in a 
few hours a great improvement had taken 
place, and iu a few days ho was almost en- 
tirely cured. Many other caaea aro given by 
scientific persons; and people, in building 
houses, ahould always have thia iu view. 


DiNKEiia.—Pierre Blot, in an article in 


Harper's Jiazar, says: " Let our reactors 
understand that it in u, mistake to think that 
to give a dinner to friends, to relatives, or 
even a dinner of ceremony, it is necessary, 
nay, indispensable, to have just such dishes 
and such wines, because other people havo 
them served on their tables. It is much 
better and much more pleasing to tho 
guests to be original—wo mean to make 
one's own bill of fare, and not imitate other 
people's dinners. 
We once heard a fre- 


quent (diner-out 
exclniui, " Theso din- 


ners are shockingly 
monotonous; 
one 


knows 
in 
advance 
what 
dishes 
aro 


oomiug. There are thu classic salmon, 
tho chronic fillet of boot', the innumerable 
roasts, accompanied by the matter-of-courso 
ice cream to chill the stomach, instead of 
something that would help digestion.' 
We 


are of tho same opinion. Ice cream is good, 
but not aa a dessert. An hour at least should 
bo allowed the stomach after dinner, before 
taxing it with tho hard work of digesting 
HO chilly n dish. Tho dinner is the principal 
meal ot the day, aud the one that restores 
the waste of the system most, being gener- 
ally taken after tho day's tasks are douo, 
and being composed of more nutritious nnd 
more numerous dishes than the other meals. 
As the mind and stomach cannot both work 
well at oucc, it is certainly according to 
hygienic laws not to eat much or heavy food 
lit Breakfast and lunch." 


G, — Tho 
statement 
that 


housekeeping has become, for most people, 
intolerably expensive and difficult, is one 
which almost universal experieuco nnd ob- 
servation vr;il confirm. House roat is high ; 
houses are inconvenient in arrangement aud 
construction; food, ue> generally cooked, is 
costly and not remarkably healthful or at- 
tractive ; servants are not readily procured, 
cannot be retained long, and are wasteful, 
unskillful and negligent lo a -very unuoyiug 
extent. Of course, this ia not a statement 
without exceptions, which wo aro only too 
happy to recognize. But tho exceptions are 
few and far between. 


For such a state of things tho detinite 


remedy is not easily found. The causes uro 
complex, and some of thorn are permanent. 
It is pretty certain that tho remedy will not 
come from going back to tho past, in the 
first place because there is no evidence that 
housekeeping for people of moderate moans 
—und they are the groat majority, lot us 
remember—was ever, on the whole, any 
easier or ploasanter than it is now ; and in 
the second place wo cannot turn back if wo 
would. We must face our futo ns beat wo 
may. and if we cannot unravel or reverse it 
wholly, we may be able to see tho direction 
from which help is likely to conio. 


It is not improvable that this may be 


from that principle which has controlled tho 
development of the commerce and manufac- 
tures ot tho world, and of all the manifold 
activities which human needs and human 
desires have called into being—the principle 
of division of labor. Under its operation, 
and stimulated by tho gradual increase of 
human wants, the ancient community in 
which each iainily rawed its own food, 
erected its own house, and made its own 
cloth and clothing, has grown into one 
complex 
community, 
in 
which 
each 


worker, himself 
engaged in some nar- 


row 
calling, depends for 
his comforts 


and 
his 
necessities 
on 
the 
diverse 
labors of countless other workers, each 
also engaged in some relatively narrow 
occupation. It is curious to note that, while 
nearly all other wants of man are provided 
for by the operation of this principle, those 
which relate to what is commonly called 
housekeeping, that is to that final prepara- 
tion of his food, the care of his dwelling, and 
tho cleansing of his ordinary .clothing, have 
as yet largely evaded it. These arc, for the 
most part, ministered iu n manner nearly as 
primitive as in the davs of Abraham and 
Surah in their tent on tho plains of Aniri. 
While tho man of tho smallest means no 
longer, in cities at least raises his own 
grain or moat, or grinds the one or 
dresses the other, and while tho min- 
utely divided labor of thousands supplies 
him with hia cotton or linen garments, the 
food is all cooked and the raiment ia washed 
in his own house. Whore one servant is em- 
ployed, she is relied on to perform all parts 
of these operations, as well ns to help in 
keeping the house clean and in order. Wo 
believe it is because this arrangement is 
getting out of date, aud because wo are pre- 
paring to divide these functions as com- 
pletely as wo do most others of the same 
general character, that our inconveniences 
are multiplying. Only when tho change is 
complete wdl they comparatively disappear. 


It will bo said that these household activi- 
ties can profitably be divided; but on the 
one hand, it is certain that it is becoming 
very unprofitable to perform them us we do 
now, and ou the other, n great many of them 
arc already partially distributed, and can 
bo mnch moroso. To have our meats and 
vegetables served to us hot as we require 
them, by professional cooks outside of our 
houses, is no more inconceivable for us than 
it was for our great grandfathers that cloth 
could bo bought bettor and more cheaply 
than it could b« made at home, or to our 
grandmothers that 
most clothing could 


bo purchased "ready-made" at less cost 
than it could be made "in tho house." 
Baking of bread is already done to a great 
extent outside, and the greater tho demand 
for it in that way, the better and more rea- 
sonable in coat it will become. The laundry 
work of many households is uniformly done 
by those who make that their sole business, 
nud though thia is an expensive experiment, 
it is sure to grow steadily less so. The main 
sourso of expense nnd trouble now is that 
the business has not yet been sufficiently 
systematized; bnt system is all the while 
advancing. 
These tacts point to the probability that 


eventually servants in the house can be dis- 
pensed with, except for the immediate care 
of tho house itself. Aud it is not impossible 
that even this may be taken into the hands 
of professional house-maids (or house-men) 
living away from tho houses. This would 
only bo an extension of the operation by 
which tho tailor, the dressmaker, the baker, 
the butcher, and tho laundress have re- 
moved so many of the multitudinous kinds 
of 
work that formerly clustered under 


one roof. 
It cannot be 
denied 
that

The year under review ha* been one of

It baa witnessed the formation and 
collapse of tbe moat formidable speculative 
combinations which -were ever gotten up for 
tbo purpose of controlling the markets and 
the production of Petroleum. 
Early in tho 


year a "ring" of railway officials and refiners 
incorporated by the Legislature, with . ex- 
traordinary powers and contracts with tbo 
principal railway companies under wbicb 
they were to receive enormous rebates en' 
tered the field, and sought to obtain control 
of I tlie trade, but met with euob deter- 
mined opposition from tbe producers, that 
the company was forced to dissolve and its 
charter was abrogated. Subsequently, about 
four-fifths of tbe refiners of tho United 
Status 
organized 
themselves 
into 


nn association for the purpose of fore" 
ing a margin between crude and refined* 
Tbe producers, iu order to protect them 
selves against tho exactions of tbe refiners, 
formed an " Agency " and a " Union," which 
embraced, probably, three-fourths of till the 
producers. Tbe control of tbo production 
ot Pennsylvania, and of tbe markets of tlie 
world, was given t» tho " Union," but after 
one or two vain attempts to regulate them, 
tho producers came to the conclusion that it 
could not be done without the aid of the re- 
finers. So a coalition was effected with tho 
relluors. Tho contract between the two in- 
terests was a singular instrument. The pio- 
duoors agreed to stop a certain portion of 
drilling aud pumping wolls, and tbe refiners 
agreed to keep the prioo of refined in New 
York from falling below twenty-seven cents 
per gallon, and to take immediately 200,000 
barrels of crude from the " Union " at twen- 
ty-live cents ubovo tho then market price.

Lu the producing districts of Pennsylvania 


development was not carried on quite So ex- 
tensively aa in the previous year, but it me t 
with an extraordinary aud almost unpre- 
cedented success, the production for tbe 
year having averaged over 2,000 barrels 
daily larger thau tho previous your. Tbe 
production of

States and 


Canadas reached tho enormous figures of 
7,394,000 barrels, or 50,971 barrels doily. 
Tho discoveries of tbo year and the extern" 
sioii ot the producing districts havo shown 
more clearly that petroleum is iiicxhaust- 
able. In Pennsylvania very extensive new 
fields have been found, while in Canada and 
West Virginia tho old territory has been 
considerably extended. 


Tho eft'ects of tbe combinations to control 


the markets and tho struggles of the eon 
Ilk"ling interests kept tbo trade in an ab. 
normal condition tho most of the year. In 
January the price ranged about $4 00 per 
barrel for orudo ou tbo Creole, but foil us 
low us $3 30 iu March.

The Production. 


In January the product of the Pennsylva- 


nia district averaged nearly 16,300 barrels 
daily.

There was then a 
slight decline, but in July and August 
another increase took place, and the daily 
yield in the latter month rose to 18,800 bar- 
rels. In September a movement to reduce 
the product was inaugurated, and in the 
latter part of tho month many of tbo pro- 
ducing wells were stopped. In October there 
was n partial suspension of operations and a 
very considerable falling off in the yield. In 
November, however, all tho wells were 
pumped, and the daily yield reached the 
unprecedented average of nearly 23,300 bar- 
rels, and more tban 3,000 barrels greater 
than was ever before produced. The year 
closed with a daily yield of upwards of 2'J,000 
barrels.

Th» Export*. 


For tho first time in the history of the 


trade there was a falling off in the export, 
tho total in 1872 of crude, refined, naphtha, 
&c., being, in round numbers, 5,000,000 
bar- 


rels less tban for the preceding year. These 
figures, however, do not exactly represent 
the decrease of tho export of illuminating 
oils. After reducing tlio crude export to 
refined, tho total quantity of refined ex- 
ported ahowa a falling off of more than 
300,000 barrels, equal to fully 13,000,000 gal- 
lons, This unnatural state of the export 
trade was caused by tho attempts of tlie 
producers and reflncra to force prices up.

RAILROAD 


Amendment to tbe free 
Railroad X.KW—Erie Ji«im« Han<U 
With TfttMrllle 
to fmmm—not the 
Supplement—but a. Still Better 
Railroad IJBW, etc. 


(From the Erie Dispatch.) 


A goodly concourse of prominent men as- 


sembled at tbo Court House laat evening to 
take action upon the bill known aa Mc- 
Cluro's Supplement to the free railroad law. 
Henry Rawio, Esq., was appointed Chair- 
man. 
Messrs. J. Eichenlaub, aud Win. 


Dcnsmore were appointed Vice Presidents 
and Messrs. J. W. Wotmore and B. Whit- 
man, Secretaries. 
Mr. Kawle stated that he considered it de- 


sirable to express our views on the bill now 
pending before the Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture. Pennsylvania is a State that' depends 
greatly ou her railroads and needs more to 
develop her mineral wealth. Ho said that 
in Missouri there aro mountains of iron 
valueless because of lack of railroad facili- 
ties, but there is nn need to go there, as tbo 
same thing in effect might be seen in Penn- 
sylvania. He called upon Mr. Lowry, who 
was in tbo Senate when tho free railroad 
law was parsed. 


Hon. M. B. Liowry stated that when he 


took his seat in the Senate one of hie first 
acts was to introduce tho free railroad law, 
which was originally much more liberal iu 
its terms than the one which, after'six years, 
finally passed. Tho effect of the passage of 
Mr. MeOlure's bill would bo death to all the 
new railroads projected or under way. 
There should never have been any opposi- 
tion to (he passage of a free railroad law, 
for it was to the interest of tho people'that 
whoL-ovor tho people wanted them there 
they should bo built. My positioii on this 
subject is woll understood. I don't suppose 
that of any person in this State ia better un- 
derstood ou thia question that mine is. I 
look upon it aa a dark day to the interests 
of Pennsylvania whenever such an act 
im 
ttmt 
supplement 
shall pass. 
The 


object is to strike a blow at the largest 
artery of the heart of Pennsylvania,' in the 
passage of that bill. And yet our will is but 
feeble. There is an organized power in the 
Stale that demands and obtains the votes of 
legislators for reasons that do not go on the 
record. Should our Scuntor and members 
vote for this bill, it will be for reasons not 
put upon tho record, therefore I am iu favor 
of tbe passage of resolutions expressing the 
sentiments of this meeting. 


William A. Galbraitb, Esq., said tbe mat- 


ter upon which we were met was one- that 
citnio homo to our individual interest—the 
price of fuel; the consideration why it 
costs more to bring oil hero than to carry it 
past us to Cleveland, etc. 


The free railroad law of 1868 was a fair 


equitable act, that would allow railroads to 
bo built whenever interest demanded aud 
capital was furnished. 


Now for a specimen of the legislation we 


are liable to get at Harrisburg. Wo all 
breathed freer when tbo legislators go home 
and wo have no legislation inflicted on us. 
Mr. 
Galbraitb 'then read 
McCl uro's 


"unake,'1 sentence by sentence, conimeutiug 
upon it as tbe reading progressed. 


Now, 
aa to its effect upon us: a company 


was formed called the Pennsylvania Petro- 
leum Company, to connect at Erie with the 
Oil llcgiona aud the coal fields southwest of 
us. Just aa tho news onnie of the Atlantic 
& Grcn.1 Western having assumed control of 
tbe road, and that it bad secured a loan 
with which to construct it, here comes this 
bill.It is useless for ino to descant upon tliis 
mutter of railroad monopoly at Erie, every 
schoolboy knows it; what we want ia cheap 
fuel aud a chance to get at tho oil. Our 
geographical position should ensure tlm to 
us, but tlie skeletons of oil refineries lie nil 
along Mill Creek ant! why, because it costs 
uioi-u to got oil by about fifty cents a barrel 
than it did to aciid it past us, nearly a hund- 
red miles further, to Cleveland. 
What we want to aid manufacturing hero 


is cheap fuel, and the way to got it is to get 
competing, lines in operation to the coal 
fields. It is to our interest to protest against 
the proposed supplement to tho free railroad 
law uiid to ask our moinbcra at Harrisburg 
to oppose it. A letter from tho President 
of tlio P. P. E. B. Company was read, a.s 
follows :
